deportation. 


The people of California owe it to 


themselves to organize in support of the

nese as can best be spared. The depor- 
tation of 150,000 Chinamen in sixty or 
ninety days is a physical impossibility.

AN ORGANIZATION TO ATTACK IT 


IN FRESNO. 


Outline of Arguments to be Ad- 


vanced us Given in a Sermon by 


Kev. P. F. Phelps-

aroused in public reform in Fresno was 
manifested last Sunday evening at the 
Presbyterian church, both in Uiuattend- 
ance and attention that \vas givnn to 
I'tiBtor Phelps' words. His sermon was 
rtre.riamtory to the mass meeting that 
is to be held tonight bv the various 
churches and people ot thu city, in 
which mass meeting it is expected that 
al! right thinking people of the city will 
be interested. JJelow some of the points 
in thu Sunday evening discourse are

"It iy the glory of the church of Jesus 


Christ that it has generally led and 
must lend the way in al! great moral re- 
form?. I grant that in sninoi'a?e? 't has 
been asleep to its duty, and in such 
cast's judgment has come upon it for its 
sloth and neglect. 
When the church of 


Oliriet is too faithless or cowardly lo 
venture, who can be expected to leat] 
tint way? 'The devil is always gooil to 
his own.' He is not going to destroy 
hisuwn bnsines? or cnminit suicide vet, 
though some wish he would, but if*the 
devil's works are to be destroyed 
Fresno brave men must lead the way; 
am! every man and woman here ought 
to bo ready tonight to enlist." 


Mr. Tlielps went on to show how the 


campaign ought to 
appeal to p.vnry 


man's patriotism, his philanthropy as 
well as his religion, and proceeded then 
to make it plain that vices arc cost- 
ing us too much these hard times. 


''How do you like your taxes this 


vear? \Vhero do they come from? Go 
look into your jail now full to overflow- 
ing, study your jail records and court 
expunses and you can see where some of 
the money troest We have reached the 
middle ot the month and tlir-re have 
been ninety arrests made by the fio 
already. Last month there were lOif, the 
month before 100. An eastern governor 
has estimated that every arrest and com- 
mitment costs on an average $'J7, per- 
haps that is an over estimate, but it may 
make you open your eyes to figure out 
what our vices are costing us, even in 
this direction, for we must tear in mind 
the fact that is beyond doubt that four- 
lifths of tliL'ti1. arrchts are brought about 
through eating bread? 
No! through 


drinkingrnm !" 
" [turn drinking is costing too much. 


Think of live carloads of beer a wefck 
being shipped into Fresno, 2fiO carloads,

The general tone of political econo-

against usury." I>ut we may question 
if the acumen of the mind which order 
ed thy burning of f-ervetus, and inFistec 
that Deity had foreordained a portion o 
(he human race to eternal torment wa 
superior to that possessed by Aristotk 
ami Moses. It was better to class thi 
discovery by Calvin.that usury was law- 
ful, with the now exploded theory o 
Malthus, (also much advadced by Mam 
mon) that war, famine and pestilence 
are Divine agencies for~ exterminatinf 
the beings He had created whom th 
earth could not ifourish. 


The reason in general for usury is 


limited to specific cases, and is no 
from general national social results, ll 
is pointed out that in a ease, or case^ 
A borrowed $1000 from B at 10 percent 
and engaged in some speculation or en- 
terprise which proved so profitable thai 
A made. $10,000 in a year, or $2000, as 
the case may be, and therefore theusury 
is beneticial to A, or that money buys 
the property which yields an income 
above interest. But this iu no wise 


Ions a year, consumed

and around Fresno; an average of alwut 
forty gallons a year for every man, wo-

ISesidos this, think what it means to

weakens, produces distrust, 


breeds n sort of slander withtut which 
may amount to damage. It requires in- 
exhaustible resources for a man in busi- 
ness to pet ahead while his credit is un- 
der a cloud. 3t takes a great de;il more, 
capital to do a given amount of business 
in a community if a tone of doubt and 
uneasiness prevails. 


Fresno has never stopped. Her citi- 


zens have worked hard aud cheerfully 
alike when the speculators were flush 
aud when they shut down. The per- 
manent! v active population bus in- 
creased without an intermission. Houses 
in regular :ine,s of trade have multiplied 
aud enlarged. 
Progress would have 


been fostered but for the disposition of 
a few losing speculators to drag down 
other people to the level of their un- 
lucky financial experience. This mis- 
chievous variety is small in numbers, 
because most of the speculators bad the 
right stuff in them and pitched in to 
work as hard as the best, to maintain 
their speculations and to give a lift 
where they .could. Though not numer- 
ous, the grumblers aud detractors have 
had abundant leisure for talking and 
have talked abundantly. 
As faraa their 


influence extended, they have 
meas- 


ured every man in town by their size. 


An individual cannot do much by his 


single efforts towards lifting himself up. 
The advancement of the mass is bis 
chief chance. He certainly very seldom 
gets higher bv knocking down those 
•who are building up the edifice, upon 
•which his feet rest. When all help, all 
move along. When all speak the best 
of each other, all participate in ihe ben- 
efits which accrue from good reputation. 


In Fresno, whose opportunties are 


more brilliant than those of any young 
(MEiuiunity in the progressive West, and 
are more assured uowr thau ever before, 
the temporary financial depression to 
the 
contrary 
notwithstanding, 
the 


• croaker aud "the detractor ought to be 


the most unfashionable and. the most 
detested men among \is. They are 
wrong and should lie. condemned un- 
Bpiriiigly; they are foolish and deserve 
derision"; they are enemies and are en- 
titled to no quarter. 


Fresno has accomplished so much and 


has so much to accomplish that there is 
no apology for the existence oE the 
croaker and the detractor. Every effort 
to strengthen and extend the city's 
trade should ineet generous apprecia- 
tion. Every individual working honestly 
for position, should have the assistance 
of every other. Justice and charity are 
virtues, and it is nowhere said "that envy 
and fault finding are attributes of 
character to cultivate. Holding fast U 
,-the productive and fertilizing virtues ol 
justice and charity will make more 
money as well as more morality 
foi 


every individual and for the whole mast 
of society.

Kut U-avin;' out of consideration the 


opprobrious word, why should not a 
man who has, by industry and economy 
laid up jVHiicthin;: "for a rainy day," be 
paid for the u?t" of it, when lie lends it, 
us well a» for the use of the horse which 
he lots'.' 


He has certainly a right to put his 


savings into money, as well as into cat- 
tle, sheep, horses and lands. F.ven in 
Moses' time, 1 don't think thattheown- 
t;rs of such property used to jrive to oth- 
ers, ''free, gratis, for nothing," the use 
of their goods and chattels, their tlocks 
and hems. 


1 have A good deal of respect for 


iloses and some of his teachings; but 1 
do not think thev are as applicable to 
the present condition of things as to 
conditions then existing. Nor do 1 think 
him always right, even as to those 
times. I noticed in the old days of 
slavery that proslavory ministers argued 
from the Old Testament writers (both 
Moses ami others) that slavery was a 
divine institution, conveniently omit- 
ting reference to the year of jubilee. 
"Onrspil l»e Canaan" was a favorite text 
with them. 


In those davs, with a sparse and scat- 


tered population, drawing iU support 
from the Hocks and herds, with scarcely 
ai-y trade or t-onmierre calling for 
the use of money, it was thought wronti 
to loan on inU'rost, the 
pieces o' 


silver" which then constituted thei: 
currency. 
Hut .lacoh had no hesitation 


in charii'mc a ijood round prii-e (in 
"rins-streaki'd and speckled" cattle, 
and brown sheep and spotted goats) foi 
the nsft oi his nui?<-le and brain. 


Now, if a man may take pay lor the 


use of his muscle aud brain, why nof 
for the use of money, which will buy 
all the products of brain and muscle? 


Men borrow money, and pay interesl 


upon it, because they expect, by the use 
of it, to make a protit and accumulate 
money in excess of the interest which 
they "have to pay. During the flush 
times, when we could pay one per cenl 
per month for the use of nioney aud still 
make a profit, none of us denounced 
money lenders. Now prices have fallen, 
our speculations have failed, our cred- 
itors are pressing us, and -'Roseherry 
June" and others denounce the "usur- 
„.„. whose money we once esteemed it 
a privilege to borrow. I suppose this is 
' nman nature. 


I am not and never was a money 


lender. I am now paying one per cent 
a month on money which I borrowed 
for a losing speculation. But I do not 
" lame those who loaned me the money. 
I blame my own folly. The rate of in- 
terest did not then seem excessive and I 
was glad to get the uionev at the time. 
But I do think that interest should not 
be charged at a rate above what a bor- 
rower may reasonably expect to net by 
use of the borrowed nioney; and, as the 
use of nioney Itecomea less profitable to 
the borrower, the rate should become 
lower, rather than higher. Nor have 1 
any escuac to offer for the lender, who, 
without being obliged so to do to save 
himself, oppresses the borrower caught 
in the financial crash, which has pros- 
trated almost every man who owes a 
dollar. 


If we shall learn to labor and crorn- 


ize, to keep at work on our vineyards 
and orchards, instead of driving to town 
every day to loaf, gossip, and perhaps 
drink, we" shall, Iwtfore many years, be 
freed from the necessity of borrowing; 
and some of us mav so prosper that high 
rates of interest will please us better 
than low.

Their Assets Are Said tube Ureatty 


iu Exres* of Tlieir Liabil- 


ities. 


The following additional „information 


concerning the susiteiisioii of the Kiii^s 
River lumber company, and its connec- 
tions, tlie Port Discovery. mill and 
the Moore & Smith lumk-r'company, is 
from the Ghromrle: 


The amount due credi'ors, oilier than 


A. 
1>. Moore and 1'. A. Diieey, two of 
the heaviest stockholders, is $700,000. 
Tho two stockholders nauunl will not 
im-s-i for n settlement of their claims, 
but are willing to postpone their credits 
iu order that the other creditors may be 
paid first. 
The assets of the three companies are 


valued at something over $2,000,000. The 
Kings River lumber company-owns 36,- 
000 acres of timber land iu Fresno 
county, on which there are two large 
sawmills, connected -with the timber 
belt by a railroad six iiiilea long. A 
flume fifty-four miles lon« is also owned 
hy the company, and carries tne timber 
to the town of Sanger, in the San Joa- 
qum valley, on the Southern Pacific 
railroad. 


At this town tlie company lias four 


warehouses, a planing mill, a box fac- 
tory and a sash and door fnctory. About 
500" hands ere employed by the company 
and they have not yet been laid off. The 
action of the creditors today will deter- 
mine the i-ourae of the mill owners 
toward their employes. 


The Port Discovery mill is one of the 


largest on Pugct sound. It has been 
shut down for two years past owing to 
the slackness of trade in luml>cr from 
that country. Back of this mill there 
are about 11,000 acres of timber land, 
and the entire property is owned by the 
Moore & Smith Lumber Company and 
tlie Port Discovery Mill Company. In 
addition to this there are minor prop- 
erties in this city. 


The exact nature of tlie relations ex- 


isting between these three companies 
the president declined to explain. lie 
sbited that lie thought the communica- 
tion should first be made to the cred- 
itors in the statement to be made to 
them at today's meeting. Mr. Moore, 
however, explained that o! the three 
companies, only tlie Kings River Lum- 
ber Company is in actual operation. It 
is doing a good, steady business, and is 
paying right along. Evidently there 
will be an effort made to dissever the 
two moribund companies from 
the 


healthy one, at least until such time as 
resuscitation is possible. Mr. Moore 
appears to be the principal connect- 
ing link, as he is president of all three 
companies, but each company has its 
own Iward of directors ami its stock- 
holders. 


The companies will jointly ask their 


creditors to grant an extension of time 
in which to make payments, promising, 
however, that they will pay principal 
and interest in full to al! creditors. 


Questioned as to the immediate cause 


of the, trouble Mr. Moore said tbat it Is 
shuplv the tightness of the money mar- 
ket. "The fact that the lumber business 
lias been in a very bad condition for 
three years past is not the cause of this 
appeal to the creditors for tnercasor 
tbat as soon us the company found tbert 
was no demand for Puget Sound Inmbei 
the big Port Discover}' null was closet 
down. • 


The assets are well known to be a 


lea^st as valuable as the sum named bj 
Mr. Moore and lie does not expect tha 
there will be any difficulty in obtaining 
the necessary extension ol time. 


As a matter of fact, should there be 


any difficulty Mr. Moore and Mr. Ducej 
would still hold the whip hand, as thej 
are the largest creditors uy all odds, am 
have merely suspended the presenta 
tion of their claims because they believe 
that such a course would accrue lo thi 
best interests of the company.

Tlie tramp problem and the cheai>est 
id best way to handle our petty crim- 
lals is a question that ha* been dis- 
itoftnl a great deal of hue, especially 
nee Fresno was compelled to feed a 


mud hungry mt'ii. Tins near ap- 


roach of winter, togeihtr with the cer- 
liuly that no work is to be had, is it 
ire crime producer and causes our 
.inking men to wonder how Fresno 
ounty will provide for her unemployed 
nd punish the vagrant, dishonest and 
etty offender at the least possible ex- 
ense. 
The task ol separating the honest and 
Stressed working man from the vagrant 
ASS is no easy one for the charitable, 
nd this ftict aids the vagrant in gpoiig- 
ng his living,; thus bringing distrust 
pon the working man who is forced by 
[ luck to seek charity. 
The other day in one of the justices1 


•ourts a batch of petty larcemsts, vag- 
ints, drunks, etc., were up for sentence 
nd it was noticeable that they received 
leir sentences of 30, GO and 100 days 
•ith apparent indifference. After the 
ourt disposed of the business he was 
sked the question, "Does a jail sen- 
euce do the ordinary criminal any 
ood, or docs tlie punishment deter him 
rom committing like crimes in the 
uture*'" His answer was as follows: 


"No; on the contrary, the ordinary 
riminals who come before me charged 
.ith petty crimes are not afraid of jnil 
ententes, and many of the offendeisare 
o sooner out of jail upon one charge 
linn they go buck on another. They 
eally stem to prefer being housed and 
pd without work, even though it is in 
ail, to honest labor and an honest liv- 
ng gained by it. There arc now in jail 
00 prisoners, four-tiftbs of whom arc in 
or petty offences." 


This statement shows that our crimi- 


nal courts »re not effective in suppress- 
ng or punishing crime, and some way 
mist be devised to help them. For the 
•eniedy of this state of affairs we must 
ook to the supervisors. 
The reason that a tramp or vagrant 
Iocs not fear a jail sentence is because 
ie knows that he will be housed and 
ed, and if his clothes wear out while in 
nil the county will buy him now ones. 
V simple remedy for this class of crim- 
nals would be to make the jail so ob 
loxious to them that they will not visii 
Fresno when on their annual tour?. 


At'Millerton in this county is a jni 


veil constructed and better fitted for the 
keeping of prisoners than the structure 
now in use. Near there are large moun- 
tains of granite rock. Would it not be 
1 good plan for the board of supervisors 
0 repair the jail at Millertou and send 
.hose convicted of petty offences there 
md employ them in breaking rock into 
1 size suitable for road repairing? 


A few days on the rock pile at tluv 


ociility, where the prisoners would be 
away from the visits of friends, and thi 
certainty that when the morning cann 
they must dn a man's work on the rock 
pile or get nothing to eat, would EOOI 
cure the most obstinate tramp that eve 
migrated from one jail to another oE tli 
desire to visit Fresno county. 


The supervisors are much concerned 


over the expense necessary for maintain 
inc petty' offenders and have even nm 
a plan under consideration that would 
perhaps, be even better than tho oni 
nroposed aleve. It was suggested b; 
Supervisor Sayre, and is as follows: 


Ltt an iuclosare be built somewhere 


on the railroad reservation and con 
struct a switch leading from the track tc 
this inclosure. Then have rock brough 
from the river and dumped in the in 
closure, whirh should be surrounded b; 
a high fence. 
Here, watched by nn 


overseer, the vagrants, petty thieve, 
and other riff-raff could be compelled to 
earn their salt by breaking rock to be 
used on the county roads. 
If any o 


tho men refused to work they might be 
put on short rations until, if they coult 
not understand the dignity of labor 
thnv would at least perceive its utility 


The county pays 35 _cents per diem fo 


the maintenance of each man in th< 
countyjail.or.calcnlfilingon the basis o 
the number of prisoners now in the jail 
$1050 a month. Thia is a heavy dra'n 
on the taxpayers of the county, who ge 
nolhinc at all for the money thus ex 
ponded. 


The cKMyding of the jail with thes 


potty criminals is also a source of dan 
ger. 
Their friends nre permitted t 


visit them, and even tlie great vigilant: 
exercised by theoflicials may not alway 
prevent the. introduction of jail-breakin 
tools. Altogether tlie question is a sen 
ous one and its early solution nuccgsim

INE GRIESEN. 


The Jury Decides the Overdose oi 


Morphine Was Taken 


. Accidentally. 


The inquest on the body of Mrs. 


Catherine Griesen, whose death from an 
overdose of morphine was mentioned in 
yesterday's "RKI'UHI.ICAN, was held in 
Coroner Stephens 
ollicer 
vesterdav 


morning. Mrs. Griesen was a" native o"f 
Denmark and about 55 years of age. She 
came to this country last November, 
making her home with her daughter, 
Mrs. Hans Hauseu, on Walnut avenue, 
in Fresno colony. 


I)v. T. M. Hayden was the first wit- 


ness. He testified he was called to at- 
tend Mrs. Griesen about 6.30 o'clock last 
Sunday morning. He found her suffer- 
ing from what be concluded to be opium 
poisoning. A vial containing a portion 
of sulphate of morphine was found near 
her among some of her effects. 
The 


doctor at once administered suitable 
antidotes and sent for i)r. A. J. Pedlar 
to assist him. He remained with the 
sufferer for a number of hours when he 
left for a'time, returning at fi p.m. and 
staying several hours, Dr. Pedlar being 
there a portion of the time. The wit- 
ness saw her again Monday morning 
leaving her finally about noon. At 4 
o'clock in the afternoon he heard of her 
death. 


The doctor added that the woman 


never spoke after he saw her. While 
he was not positive that she bad taken 
morphine, the symptoms.of. opium poi- 
soning were very well marked. There 
were perhaps six grains left in the vial 
that was found. One grain would kill 
many ]>ersous, though some people can 
take sixty grains per day. The witness 
sa'\y nothing to indicate that Mrs. 
(ariesen used the drug as a habit, 
though he judged from the length of 
time she survived its effects that she 
had. 


O. P. Kieldsen, a blacksmith living in 


this city, testified that he knew Mrs. 
Griesen. She was a midwife in the old 
country (Denmark), nn(i aiso pursued 
her vocation here. While staying at 
his house upon one occasion he bought 
Mrs. Griesen some morphine, she stat- 
ing that she wanted it to rub on a sore. 
She came to this country expecting to 
find her children in good circumstances, 
but was disappointed. Witness did not 
know whether Mrs. Griesen ever took 
the drug internally. 


H. Hansen, the next witness, stated 


that Mrs. Gricsenwas his wife's mother. 
He did not know whether she used 
morphine internally. She did not seem 
more downhearted here than in the old 
country, and had no trouble since com- 
ing here, lie did not believe she took 
the drug with the intention of killing 
herself, but might have taken an over- 
dose to relieve the pain in her leg. She 
had been suffering more of late than she 
had for some time. llr. Hansen did 
not know anything about her using mor- 
phine. 


Christina Hansen, wife of the fore- 


going witness and daughter of Mrs. 
Griesen, said her mother had been suf- 
fering from a sore leg for three years, 
but never knew her to take medicine for 
it, and did not think she committed 
suicide. She did not know lion* much 
money her mother brought with her 
from the old country, but she always 
had enough to buy what she needed. 


This closed the inquiry, and the jury 


after brief deliberation brought in a 
verdict of death from an accidental over- 
dose of morphine. 


The funeral will take place this morn- 


ina from Stephens & Bean's undertak- 
ing establishment. Interment at Moun- 
tain View cemetery.

•a|led to order shortly after '2 o'clock 
Yesterday with a jiood attendance of 
rowers', packers and luisinees men. 
Colonel William Forsyth was elected 


ehairman and I.. K. Moiitt-agle of Kings 
county, set-rotary. 


Colonel Forsyth sLitcd the object of 


:he meeting and read a telegram from 
yeuator lloorge C. Perkins, stating that 
[he ways and means committee) of eoii- 
gress closed oral bearings on the tariff 
on raisin?, but would rei-eive document- 
ary evidence fur one month longer. 


Colonel Forsyth stated that the Span- 


ish growers had been represented before 
the committee, urging a reduction of the 
tariff, while the California growers had 
done nothing. 


H they succeed and the tariff is^ taken 


off raisins as they wish, it will be tbe 
death 'of the industry here, and grass 
would grow in the ftreets of Fresno. 


He ur^ed that some prompt action In, 
1 


iaken iu the matter to redeem the silua- 
.1011 and eavii the industry from destruc- 
tion. 


Mr. Chaildfttk thought we should not 


assume a position of fear but should 
send a dt'leirii ion to congress demand- 
ing the restoration cf the tariff on Xante 
currants at -'j' re.nta a pound and oven 
ask an increase of the tariff on raisins. 


As this was a Democratic administra- 


tion, Democrats should insist on this 
and swear by the eternal Hint they 
would leave the party if the demand 
was not granted. 


T. C. White said that if the discussion 


was to drift into politics there was little 
difference between tlie. partv platforms 
on the tariff and that difference was 
Liainlyonepf tbe words usud to state 
tlifisame thing. 


Uiie party was as much interested in 


the prosperity as tbe other and the plat- 
forms were only so much clap-trap to 
catch votes. 
"What was wanted and 


every one should insist on was the 
restoration of the tariff taken off by the 
McKimey bill. 


The Mill's hill put 2 cents tariff on 


raisins and 1^« cents on %ante currants 
and gave us a fair chance in the eastern 
market. 


The McKinley bill increased the tariff 


i^cent on raisins and put Xante cur- 
rants on tlie free list,, with tbe result of 
depressing prices. He thought that the. 
political complexion of congress was not 
to be feared. 


What should be done was to present 


statistics of the importance of the indus- 
try and show to congress that we could 
not compete with Spain if the tariff was 
taken off. Congress should be shown 
how we are handicapped by the price of 
labor, freight, etc. 


Tbe chairman suggested that in the 


discussion of the situation the business 
phase of the situation should be dis- 
cussed to the exclusion of politics, and 
when Mr. "White made a motion to that 
effect and Mr. Cbaddock seconded it, 
the house passed it with considerable 
merriment. 


Mr. Harvey thought. a committee 


should be appointed to raise a fund and 
semi representatives to Washington to 
set congress right on the matter. East- 
ern jobbers had appeared before the 
ways and meai\s committee and urged a 
reduction of raisin tariff on the ground 
that it would place the fruit within the 
reach of the poor. He made a statisti- 
cal comparison of the lack of growth ol 
Alpine and other counties as compared 
with the fruit growing counties. 


W. W. Phillips stated that he was not 


at present a grower, but was deeply in- 
terested. 
The tariff should by 
all 


means be restored, and he was saliafiuil 
that if rightly presented to the commit- 
tee it would be. While the presentcon- 
gress was elected on a pledge to reform 
the tariff it would not fail to take care 
of so important an industry. Although 
too ]ateto argue the case before congress 
it was not too late to present the situa- 
tion to members of the committee and 
still be able to eecure justand fair treat- 
ment. 


Alex Gordon stated that the local com-* 


inittee recently appointed had written to 
all tho California representatives in con- 
gress and had received answers from 
Jive. Mr. liowers had written at length, 
but none had stated that the committee 
WO.E sitting to hear arguments nor sug- 
gested tbe necessity of making-a plea. 


If tbe tariff is taken off Fresno would 


simply be ruined. A committee shouli 
be sent to Washington, not printed cir- 
culars, which would not, be read at all 
/ Mr. Chaddock favored sending some 
one tu look after the maLter,aud though 1 
that the aid of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road should be invoked aa its freighting 
interests were involved as much as the 
interests of the people. 


W. D. Grady did not take much stock 


in oral arguments unless backed by 
statistics. These, with a personal ex- 
planation of them, should be presentee 
with tbe committee. He did not think 
the committee would, with a stroke o 
the pen, destroy a prosperous section i: 
the situation was properly presented.' 


Grady thought some one should be 


sent there who had a "pull" to work the 
California politician. Mr. Geary wantet 
to be governor and Senator Perkins was 
ambitious to be known as a greal 
senator and should be worked for our 
benefit. 


Mr. Gordon thinks the great dangei 


lies in the fact that but live counties 
produce raisins while there are 60,COO,- 
000 people to eat them, therefore the 
plea for taking off the tariff. 


For forty-five consecutive years prior 


to this, Spanish raisins in the sweat lx>r 
bad brought from 3J^ to 7 cents per pound 
Now Spain is putting raisins into th< 
New York market at that price. When 
it coats us $20 per ton to cure raisins, in 
Spain the same work is done for $5. 


Colonel Forsyth stated that he had seen 


Spanish raisins sold in London at tht 
qnivalent of 37;» cents per pound am: 
et the same time the samu goods were 
nold in Now York at 7 to 8 cents per 
p,ound. Thia shows that the Spanisl 
have decided to make the buttle here 
and drive us out of the market. 


John Fairwcather then addressed the 


meeting, claiming that free Xante cur- 
rants was not a cause of the depression. 


After1 considerable discussion Mr. No- 


ble moved the appointment of a com- 
mittee to go to Washington in the in- 
terest of the industry. After some fur- 
ther discussion the matter was, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Einstein reconsidered ant: 
the chair was empowered to appoint a 
committee of five, to which the chair- 
man was to be added, to formulate sta- 
tistics and facts, and to select a commit- 
tee not to exceed three to go to Wash- 
ington to urge the restoration of a tariff 
on Zante currants, and to retain the 
tariff on raisins. 


The chairman asked time, until today 


to select and announce tlie committee, 
which was granted. 


The matter of raising a fund to meet 


expenses of tlie committee then was con- 
sidered and it was decided to raise it by 
subscription from raisin growers, pack- 
ers and business men. 


A subscription was then opened and

morning and came upon them while- 
linker was in a harness shop trying to 
dispose of the harness. 


Carr went after un utlic'jr and the trio 


made a vim for it up the Mc.OaH road 
towards Oenterville, dumped tbe har- 
ness into a ditch, hid the wagon in a 
barn of! on a side road and rode back to 
Centerville. 


His evidence was corroborated by 


other witnesses, and the case wag sub- 
mitted to the jury without argument. 


The jury, after deliberating a short 


time, brought in a verdict {hiding .r.akcr 
guilty of burglary in the first degree.
